Enjoy the summer 
heat but stay safe

t’s scorching hot this 
week across Niagara. 
On the weekend, 


issued a heat warning for 
the region and much of 
Ontario with humidex 
values expected to 
reach near 40°C and 
temperatures to reach near 
32°C today. 

While the hot weather 
may be desirable, it's 
important to remember to 
take proper precautions 
in the extreme heat. That 
means planning outdoor 
activities during cooler 
parts of the day. 

If you're spending time 
outdoors with your family 
this week, rest frequently 
in shaded areas and 
remember to drink plenty 
of water. 

Never leave children or 
pets inside a parked vehicle 
as the temperature inside a 
car can soar well above the 
temperature outside. 

Ifyouhavetogo 
out, leave your pet at 
home inside in cool air 
conditioned areas and take 
your children with you 
while you complete your 
daily errands. 

According to staff at 
the Niagara Region, 
infants, children, seniors 
and individuals with 
high blood pressure, 


heart and respiratory 
problems are among the 
people most at risk of 
developing a heat-related 
illness during excessive 
high heat. 

If you experience 
dizziness, headaches, 
rapid breathing and 
extreme thirst, you may 
be showing symptoms of 
heat illness. 

If you are able to, 
frequently visit your senior 
neighbors, friends and 
members to make sure 
they are keeping cool and 
hydrated. 

Also remember that all of 
Niagara remains under a fire 
ban, including Fort Erie. 

Deputy fire Chief Keith 
German said the fire 
department has responded 
to more than 40 burning 
complaints. He said the 
majority of the bon fires 

started by out-of-town 
visitors unaware that the 
ban was in place. 

He said the ban will 
remain in place until the 
town has a few good days of 
rain. Residents can check the 
Town of Fort Erie's web site 
and social media accounts 
for updates on the ban.

I would like to say 
thank you to my 
friend ‘Fletch,’ who 
can often be spotted 
at the Tim Hortons 
in Crystal Beach, for 
sending me the latest 
paper produced by 
Algonquin Provincial 
Park. 

The article about 
Algonquin black bears 
is based on the park's 
report, and the title 
on page one reads: 
‘Algonquin is Black Bear 
Country.’ 

How many bears have 
you seen in the park? My 

Over the course of the 
years, I have seen wolves, 
deer and moose. I missed 
an opportunity once to 
see a bear at the centre 
by just a few minutes. 
Bears are there. Why? 



Garbage is the key. I 
have seen bears farther 
north at garbage dumps. 
Campsites in Algonquin 
Park are a magnet to 
these big animals. Human 
garbage is the attraction. 

An article in the paper 
titled A Predatory Black 
Bear’ stated that on 
extremely rare occasions 
black bears attack humans 
with the intent to kill. 

The article went on 
to say that predatory 
bears seldom make their 
presence known. They 
silently stalk and press 
closer and closer to their 
intended prey assessing 


whether it is safe to 
attack.” 

Are you scared? 

The article scared my 
wife, Elaine. 

While on a walk on 
Mew Trail one night, we 
were all alone or so we 
thought. It was spring, 
before the black flies 


Elaine was worried 
about bears. 

“There are no bears out 
here,” I told her. 

Around a bend we met 
a young Park Ranger and 
I asked him, “See any 
bears?” 

The ranger smiled as 
he replied, “Just saw two 
bears ahead.” 

He moved swiftly past 
us. I happened to capture 
Elaine's reaction on film. A 
large heavy stick became 
her defensive weapon. She 


was determined to protect 
us. We never came across 
a bear that day. 

What if we really met 
one? Here is some advice 
from the park paper: 
Leave the area in your 
canoe or by car if you 

and do not climb a tree. 

Bears are excellent 
climbers. If you can’t get 
away, confront the bear 
and do everything you 
can to let the bear know 
you will be aggressive if 
he attacks. 

Yell, throw rocks, use 
sticks, use a whistle, air 
horn and bear spray if 
you have any. Don’t play 
dead. Stay alive. 

It’s also important to 
keep your campsite clean 
when you’re staying in a 
provincial park. 

I believe our chance

of seeing bears in 
Algonquin is better in the 
fall because that's when 
they need to eat heavily. 
They need to put on a 
thick layer of fat before 
they go into hibernation 
for five months. They rely 
on that stored fat. 

They eat about 
anything that is edible: 
vegetation, nuts, berries, 
and insects. They will 
rip up rotting logs for 
grubs. They will eat 


young deer fawns and 
moose calves. Spawning 
fish and carrion may be 
on its menu. To survive 
hibernation they need 
food and fat - plenty of it. 

No hunting of bears 
is allowed in Algonquin 
Park Yes, I saw the big 
black bear on the screen at 
the park’s centre and that 
was close enough for me.

•3/4 cup chopped fresh 
parsley 

•11/2 cups chopped fresh 

Add to chilled rice and then 
stir in: 4 tbsp red wine vinegar, 

3 tbsp olive oil, salt and pepper 
to taste. Can be served on a bed 
of lettuce leaves and garnished 
with cherry tomatoes, green bell 
pepper rings.

Health Corner 


Practical Tip for your kids to 
have cavity free mouth for life 


Despite being a dentist, 
I had my own share 
of cavities when I was 
younger. My parents did 
try hard to bring me to the 
dentist every 6 months. 
Thanks to that, I still have 
all my teeth and I have not 
suffered any toothaches. 
But I do have my shares of 
fillings in my mouth from 
the tooth decay. 

It has been almost IS 
years since I had my last 
cavity. Only thing I did 
different is that I figured 
out risks factors for my 
teeth from getting cavities. 
I am going to go over a 
few things here so that 
many of the parents out 
there can help to reduce 
the risks for your children 
getting cavities. Well at 
least I would like to help 
you reduce them. 


Remember that tooth 
decay is not a simple 
issue. Yes, many times, we 
treat them with fillings and 
the cost of them is not that 



bad to swallow. However, 
what most people do not 
realize is that any tooth 
decay (big or small) can 
start something called a 
tooth cycle. 

So what is the tooth cycle? 
Tooth cycle starts when 
the tooth receives the first 
attack from the bacteria. 
The bacteria (there are 


several different kinds of 
species in our mouth) eats 
sucrose (sugar) and start 
producing lactic acid while 
they are attached to the 
tooth surface. If enough 
of these acids are built up, 
the whole process starts 
to dissolve your enamel 
structure on your teeth. 
This dissolution of the 
enamel is called tooth 
decay or called Cavities. 
We dentists call this 
disease process “caries”.

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Absolute discharge after fireworks not declared at border

A Fort Erie man who has

Allan Jamieson, 62, who 
has lived on both sides of 
the border, appeared in 
Ontario Court of Justice in St 


Catharines on Monday and 
pleaded guilty to making a 
false statement regarding the 
importation of goods under 
the Customs Act 


Essert said Jamieson was 
returning to Canada on 
May 21, 2015, and had a 
New York State identifica¬ 
tion card that had expired 
in 2006. He also told the 
border officer he had lost 


his driver's licence, so he 

ondary inspection and 
his Ford Explorer was 
searched. 

“A large quantity of fire¬ 
works were located. No 
receipts were found, but 
the officer went online and 
the fireworks were found to 
be between $500 and $600, 
some of which are prohib¬ 
ited in Canada," said Essert.

After more than two 
months, and the destruction 
of thousands of businesses 
and homes, the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment has announced the 
fire is reportedly under con¬ 
trol. 

Wagner recalled there 
were "a bunch of fires” that 
led up to the major wildfire 
that ignited on May 1. 

"At that point a buddy and 
I decided we’d need to pre¬ 
pare a 72-hour bag in case 
we needed to evacuate. We 
gathered up our things that 
mattered to us the most 
and got a few jerry cans and 
filled them up with fuel," he 

At the time, Wagner said 
he was aware of the danger 
but “not too concerned.” 


On May 3, while running 
some errands early in the 
morning, it became clear 
to Wagner that it was time 
to leave his Abasand neigh¬ 
bourhood home. 

“When I was on my way 
home, I saw the way the wind 
was blowing and the way the 
smoke looked.” 

Burning debris, pine nee¬ 
dles and bark, began to land 
in his backyard. 

That’s when Wagner and 
his girlfriend jumped in his 
truck and followed the line 
of traffic out of their neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The scene was something 
"out of a zombie movie,” he 

“Some people got out of 
their cars and were looking 
back (at the fire). Some just 
abandoned their vehicles 


and started running out of 
the way.” 

Wagner said both sides 
of the road were opened to 

He made it to his fire hall 
and set to work with his fel¬ 
low firefighters to protect the 
building, where they were 
congregating with their fam- 

“There was debris landing 
around the fire hall. We had 
to organize the defence of 
the hall.” 

With all of the fire fight¬ 
ing apparatus in use battling 
fires elsewhere in the city, 
Wagner said he and some 
of the others off-duty used 

used to wash the fire truck, 
garden hoses and whatever 
else they had on hand to pro¬ 


tect the building. 

Once the fire hall was 
secured, Wagner said the 
focus shifted to saving a 
Shaw Communications 
building. 

“If we lost this building, 
munication because that's 

Fort McMurray firefight¬ 
ers worked “non-stop for 
days” during the worst of the 
fire, and slept whenever they 

“We had to do it,” Wagner 
said. “When you get the feel¬ 
ing that all eyes are on you 
to perform, it wasn’t hard to 
put feelings aside for a bit to 
do what you need to do.” 

During those first few 
weeks, the wind kept 
changing directions, 


blowing fire back into the 

“No one was really sure of 
(his or her) safety,” he said. 

“Imagine if Crescent Park 
disappeared, and then think 
of what it would be like if 
three Crescent Parks disap¬ 
peared. The fire was larger 
than that, but it would eas¬ 
ily be like losing half of Fort 
Erie.” 

He said there are still “hot 
spots" that could be “a nui¬ 
sance for months." 

Although people saw fire¬ 
fighters battling the blaze 
in the news, he said there 
were many others work¬ 
ing behind the scenes that 
didn't get the recognition 
they deserved. 

“We had fuel truck driv¬ 
ers driving through burning 
neighbourhoods to make 


sure our fire trucks had fuel. 
We had water tank operators 
making sure we had water 
when the hydrants failed or 
our pump house burned.” 

Wagner said city transit 
drivers and police officers 
would go to grocery stores 
“and loaded up shopping 
carts full of groceries" and 
transported the items to 
evacuation stations. 

Those were the unsung 
heroes that “were incredible 
to see,” he said. 

Wagner is back in Fort 
McMurray, not sure what 
he’ll doing about rebuilding 
his home. The city is at the 
start of a long road to recov¬ 
ery, but he said he is thank- 
fid for all the support citizens 
across Canada have given.

EMERAU) ASH BORER 

What you need to know about the 
Emerald Ash Borer 

What is the Emerald Ash Borer? 

The Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) is an introduced 
insect pest from Asia that attacks and kills all 
species of true ash trees by feeding beneath the 
bark and disrupting the flow of water and nutri¬ 
ents within the tree. It was first discovered in the 
Niagara Region in 2009. 

How many trees are infested? 

Ash trees make up about 60-75% of all trees 
located in Fort Erie. Town staff estimate that 

there are about 16,500 ash trees infested 
with EAB in Fort Erie; with about 
80% of them located on 
private property. 



How much damage can it cause? 

Trees infested with EAB, which do not receive 
proper treatment within a specific period of time, 
will die. Unlike other tree species, ash trees 
killed by EAB have full tree failures significantly 
sooner after they are dead. Additionally, they are 
more likely to fall down at the base, increasing 
the risk of injury or damage to town and private 
property. The mortality rate of EAB infested trees 
can happen as fast as one year; however, it 
typically occurs within 2-3 years. 

What will happen to the Town-owned ash tree 
near my property? 

Town-owned ash trees will be identified, tagged 
and marked with white paint by the Town Arborist 
to indicate the action to be taken. Trees marked 
with an “X” or “X & H” have been tagged for 
removal. Trees marked with a white “dot” identify 
the tree is in healthy condition and require main¬ 
tenance trimming to ensure continued health. 


What should I do if I have an ash tree on my 
private property? 

Property owners are responsible for taking care 
of privately-owned trees. The Town Arborist 
recommends you monitor the condition of your 
tree, looking for signs of infestation. If you see 
signs that your ash tree is dead or dying, you 
should contact a professional tree care company 
for an assessment. 

What is the Town doing? 

In 2016, the Town dedicated $468,000 for the trim¬ 
ming and removal of trees on Town property; a 60% 
increase over last year’s budget. Over the past few 
months, the Town completed a tree removal 
program in South Fort Erie. Staff will continue 
assessing the EAB impact in the Crescent Park 
area for the remainder of the year. Due to this 
year’s drastic increase in tree removals, additional 
funding will be allocated to a re-planting program 
scheduled to begin Fall 2016.

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Road Resurfacing 

With summer underway, so marks the Town’s annual Road 
Resurfacing program. This year, the Town has identified 13km 
of roads rehabilitated as part of its five-year Road Resurfacing 
program. 

How are the roads rated and ranked? 

Town roads are inspected and rated by Town engineering staff 
to develop a Pavement Condition Index (PCI). PCI ratings 
include factors such as ride condition ratings and the 
physical condition of the road. 



Once the road is rated, Town engineers use a risk-based formula 
to rank the Town roads and identify road priorities. The formula is 
based on PCI (scale: 100-1) x Road Classification (scale: 1-6). 


For example, 

Road A: 60 (PCI) x 4 (Road Classification) = 240 
Road B: 50 (PCI) x 5 (Road Classification) = 250 

Road A is considered a higher priority road when compared to 
Road B; the lower the road rating, the higher the priority. 

Other factors affecting road priorities include: 

• Roads that have a PCI of 45 and lower are automatically 
slated for reconstruction not resurfacing because they 
are considered too far deteriorated to be effectively 
rehabilitated. 

• If a sewer or watermain replacement project is planned in the 
10-year capital program, only maintenance activities will be 
completed until reconstruction occurs as part of the project. 

What are the types of road resurfacing & reconstruction used? 

Road Resurfacing 

• Hot Mix Overlay - A new layer of asphalt is placed on top of 
the existing road. 


program underway 

• Hot Mix Mill and Overlay - A portion of the existing asphalt 
road is milled off and a new layer of asphalt is placed on the 
milled surface. 

• Surface Treatment (aka tar and chip sealing) - Asphalt 
emulsion is sprayed on top of the existing road surface or 
other base material and is coated with a fine aggregate. 

Road Reconstruction 

• The existing asphalt roads are pulverized and replaced with 
new asphalt. 

• The existing asphalt roads are excavated and replaced with 
a new granular base and new asphalt. 

• The existing surface treated roads are pulverized and 
replaced with new double surface treat emulsion and fine 
aggregate. It may also include a layer of recycled asphalt 
pavement. 

• The existing surface is pulverized, graded and compacted 
with a dust suppressant application. 

How much money is dedicated to fixing our roads? 

In the 2016 Capital Budget, Town Council allocated $850,000 
to the Roads Resurfacing program. An additional $403,100 
was approved in the supplemental budget based on staff 
recommendations; thus, allowing certain road sections originally 
identified in the 2017 program to be completed in 2016. In total, 
the Roads Resurfacing program budget for 2016 is $1,253,100, 
which is a 57% increase over the 2015. 

In order to maximize the dollars committed to the Roads 
Resurfacing program, Town Council approves the annual 
budget early in the year; thus, allowing for early tendering and 
favourable pricing.

Road resurfacing 
program 
underway 

With summer underway, 
the Town of Fort Erie has 
begun its annual road 
resurfacing program. 

The Town has identified 
13 kilometres of roads to 
be rehabilitated this year 
as part of its five-year Road 
Resurfacing program. 

Kelly Walsh, the Town’s 
director of infrastructure 


services, said the 
municipality’s Infrastructure 
Services department 
oversees “the construction, 
operation, repair and 
maintenance of 820 
kilometres of roads in Fort 
Erie.” 

He said the Town examines 
a road’s conditions, age, 
future infrastructure 

volume to decide which 
streets will be resurfaced. 

“Each year we assess the 
road system and make a list 
of priorities as part of our 


five-year planning process.” 

The program generally 
includes two forms of 
road rehabilitation: 
surface treatment and 
hot-mix asphalt. Surface 
treatment, also known 
as tar and chip, is used 
in rural areas and is a 
two-year process. Hot- 
mix asphalt is used in 
urban environments 
such as residential 
neighbourhoods and 
downtown core areas. 

The Town set aside 
$850,000 in the 2016 


capital budget for the 
roads resurfacing program. 
An additional $403,100 
was also approved in the 
supplemental budget based 
on staff recommendations, 
allowing certain road 
sections originally identified 
in the 2017 program to be 
completed in 2016. 

Residents and business 
owners whose street has 
been selected for resurfacing 
will receive a hand-delivered 
Road Resurfacing Program 
notice about two weeks 
before construction begins.
